name and told of iii' previous con­ 
nection with Cornell. 
Inquiry 
at 
Ithaca confirmed this and brought a 
description that closely tallied with 
the prisoner. 
Holt Ie it Hornell at 
the end of the recent college term 
and had accepted an engagement to 
teach next year in Dallas, Texas. 
The prisoner this afternoon said 
he silo! Morgan because of Morgan’s 
part in supplying the allies with mu­ 
nitions off war. 
“ I shot him as a service to hu­ 
manity. 
I am willing to die for it 
because the war must be stopped. 
Morgan was the man who started it 
and he could -top it at any time," lie 
said. 
Physicians observing tin' prisoner 
declared him mentally unbalanced. 
It became known this afternoon 
thai 
British 
Ambassador 
Spring­ 
lik e was a guest 
at the 
Morgan 
home and witnessed the shooting. Ile 
and Morgan were at breakfast when 
the man forced his way in. 
No explanation was offered con­ 
cerning the presence of the British 
ambassador except that he was a 
visitor at Morgan’s home. 
It is pub­ 
lic knowledge, however, that Morgan 
has been handling practically all of 
the war contracts in America for 
Bogland and the other allies. 
That Morgan’s wounds are more 
serious than has been admitted was 
indicated by the fact that Dr. Lyle, 
head of St. L u k e ’s hospital, 
was 
summoned to consult with Dr. Mar- 
koe. 
Markoe made a wild auto dash 
J rom New York to Glen Cove. 
Many professed to see the follow­ 
ing as the outstanding facts: 
Morgan, financing the allies, was 
shot by a 
German-American 
who 
frankly s a i d it w a s done because of 
Morgan’s activity with the fillies. 
Morgan called his office by phone 
at noon and assured th firm that 
the wound was trifling. 
The

nouncement of this fact stated the 
phone w a s at h is bedside. 
It was only the quick action of 
Morgan iii attacking his assailant 


that saved his life.

claimed upon the joint property. 
‘Ta respect to joint ownership or 
joint tenancies, there is no right in­ 
dependent of the other joint owners. 
The joint tenants have the land by 
one joint title and in one right. There 
is no separate or several titles in 
any of them. 
Therefore, there is lait 
one ownership of the fee. 
In con­ 
sequence, joint tenants are entitled 
to mortgage exemptiones under the 
same rule as tenants by the entirety 
and not otherwise. 
I am aware of 
the fac t that for the 
purpose 
of 
alienation joint tenants may be con­ 
sidered to have a distributive inter* 
(‘st:, but when such alienation takes 
place the estate as to such alienee, 
ceases to be one in joint tenancy and 
therefore the rule would he different. 
However, although the joint tenant 
may have hut one $700 mortgage ex­ 
emption upon their property, they 
are entitled to receive mortgage ex­ 
emption upon any separate property 
winch they may own and which may 
he mortgaged to the extent of the 
difference between $700 and the pro­ 
rata amount claimed in the joint ex­ 
emption.'1 
The lout th and last question sub- 
i nutted to the attorney general was 
I “are finn-, co-partnerships aud eor- 
! punitions entitled to a mortgage ex 
emption and are tho individual mem­ 
bers of -neb also entitled to take tin 
pei-onal mortgage exemption?” The 
answc r is as follows: 
‘‘in the m atter of firms, co-parl 
nerships and corporations the s ta t­ 
ute -ays that such shall be consid­ 
ered as persons. 
They are, there­ 
fore, entitled to exemptions hut firm 
and eospartnerships have no legal 
entity aside from the persons who 
compost the -ame, therefore, 
they 
may not have separate exemptions 
trom those taken by the natural per­ 
son- who are tho owners. 
But one 
exemption may be had by the brin or 
co-partnership. 
The quality of ow­ 
nership in a firm or co-partnership 
I- joint and several, therefore, the 
same rule applies as in the ease of 
joint tenants. 
A benefit of the ex­ 
emption by a firm or co-partnership 
cannot exceed $700, hut tile indivi­ 
dual members may have the benefit 
of mortgage: exemption upon their 
separate properties to the extent of 
the difference between the prorata 
benefit had in the one exemption and 
the $700 to which every person un­ 
der the statute i- entitled, provided 
howexer, that the assesesd value of 
property must always be 
at 
least 
twice the mortgage exemption claim­ 
ed. 
In the 
ease 
of 
corporations, 
however, a corporation being cap a­ 
ble of separate ownership without 
reference to the 
stockholders, 
the 
eoiporation is entitled to the full 
benefit of the $700 exemption and 
the stoekholders of the corporation 
may have full exemption upon any 
property owned 
by 
them 
without 
reference 
to 
their ownership 
of 
shares of stock in tin* 
corporation 
which has taken advantage of the 
mortgage exemption sta tu e /'

| Scripture Used at Inauguration 
Shows Presidents, Character S 


The 
office of clerk of the 
United 


States supreme court has a record 


of all of the passages of scripture 


that have been kissed by Presidents 


at the time of their inauguration; the 


record dating back to the second in­ 
auguration of President Grant . The 
fact that there is such a record is 
not generally 
known, even 
among 
high officials at the capital, and its 
existence was revealed through an 
inquiry 
set on foot 
by the 
Kev*. 
Daniel Ryan, p astor of the Methodist 
church a t Glenwood, who had heard 
that there was such a compilation 
and desired a copy of it. 
Strangely enough the list of scrip­ 
tural passages 
thus 
brought 
into 
notice 
in connection 
with 
twelve 
presidential 
inauguarations 
never 
has been 
published 
mainly it is 
a 
heritage from the late Jam es ll. Mc­ 
Kenney, 
long clerk of tile 
highest 
tribunal in the land. 
When Mr. M c­ 
Kenney died a year or so ago there 
was found among his effects a type­ 
written list of these scriptural cita­ 
tions beginning with Grant and end­ 
ing with Taft and to this has been 
added 
from modern historical 
in- 
lociliation the citation of scripture 
kissed by President Wilson at his 
inauguration, m aking 
the 
record 
complete. 
No record is in existence 
however, dating hack prior to the 
last inauguration of President Grant. 
The list of citations follows; 
President Grant (second inaugu­ 
ratio n )— Isaiah, 
second 
chapter, 
verses 2 and 3 
President 
Hayes— Psalm

Pre-a1 (*nt 
Roosevelt —James, 
chapter I, verses 22 to 25. 
President

The oath of office is administer­ 
ed to the President-elect by the chief 
justice of the I nited S t a t e s supreme 
com l. 
The clerk of that court then 
opens the Bible at random and holds 
Die 
open bible 
at 
a convenient 
height, standing with the President­ 
elect on his right and the chief ju s t­ 
ice on is left. 
The President-elect 
and 
the chief 
justice place 
their 
hands 
upon the bible. 
The 
chief 
justice solemnly pronounces the oath 
the President-elect responds “ I do,” 
then kisses the bible and the cere­ 
mony is at an end. 
Iii a number of instances the pas­ 
sage of scripture has seemed pecu­ 
liarly 
inappropriate. 
A fter 
the 
Hayes inaugural, for instance, when 
(Jerk McKinney 
delivered 
into the 
hands of President Hayes the bible 
on which the latter had taken oath 
lie was requested by Mrs. Hayes to 
read the verses which her husband 
had kissed in taking the oat of office. 
Clerk McKinney opened the bible and 
read from Psalm 118 verses ll and 
1 2 ; 
“ They compassed me about; yea, 
they compassed me about; hut in the 
name 
of the 
Lord I will 
destroy 
them. 
“ They compassed me about like 
bees; they are quenched a s the fire 
of thorns; for iii the name 
of the 
Lord I will destroy them.” 
Mrs. Hayes laid lier hand affec­ 
tionately 
on 
President 
H ayes’s 
shoulder and said; 
“The President will not destroy 
any one.” 
It is custom ary for the clerk of 
the court to furnish 
the bible and 
a lle r the ceremony to deliver the 
hook 
to the President, 
the P resi­ 
dent’s 
wife 
or 
some 
near 
r e l ­ 
ative 
to 
preserve 
as 
a 
keep- 
ake. 
Yielding to political sentiment 
however, 
President 
McKinley de­ 
cided that he would be sworn in on 
a bible to be furnished by a conven­ 
tion of African, bishops, at the head 
of which was Bishop Arnot! of Ohio. 
A few days before the inauguration 


the bishop appeared a t the clerk’s 
office 
at 
the 
capital 
carrying a 
family bible of heroic pioportions, 
considerably 
larger 
than 
the la^t 
edition ol W ebster's dictionary. 
The 
bible ordinarily u>ed is a -mall one 
of what is known at teacher’- size. 
Clerk McKinney surveyed the lug 
book and exclaimed, jocularly; 
“ W'ell, bishop, where is the wheel­ 
barrow iii which to move th is /” 
“ I will carry it out to tin* p lat­ 
form, if you cannot," retorted the 
bishop, and he added; 
“I would like to have the bibb* re­ 
turned to me a tte r the ceremony so 
I may deliver it to the President 
when he is installed in the 
white 
house.” 
I he clerk told Mr. McKinley of 
the bishop’s request. 
“ \\ lint 
does 
all this 
ceremony 
signify'' 
inquired 
the 
President­ 
elect. 
“ It 
probably 
means,” 
replied 
Clerk 
McKinney, “ that the 
bishop 
and 
a delegation 
of his 
colored 
b re them will call upon you, make a 
speech, present you with the bible, 
expect a speech ire.a you in behalf 
of one of their race.” 
“I understand,” said 
McKinley. 
“Mr. Clerk, will you be kind enough 
to deliver the book to mc yourself ?” 
Clerk 
McKinney did so, 
bul this 
did not 
prevent the bishop aud bi­ 
colored 
friends from going lo 
the 
white 
house 
aud making 
their 
speeches. 
President Cleveland also departed 
from the usual practice iii regard to 
the selection of a bible. He requested 
that a smalll bible, about the size of 
ail ordinary hymn book, given him by 
his mother; be used. 
On 
the lly- 
leaf was the inscription;

tiiat the wounds were not serious, it 
was believed this was to allay fears 
as long as the stock market was op- 
en. 


There were two statements as to 


his wounds. 
One said that a bullet 


I'tilered the chest and came out un- 
der the arm. It was definitely known 
tiiat a ballet entered the groin and 
came out tbrocgli the thigh.

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One sensational development this 


afternoon was the practically com- 
plete identification of Morgan's as- 
sailant as Frank Holt, a German- 
American, who was until recently a 
professor in the German department 
of Cornell university. 


The prisoner gave that as 
his 


name and tuld of his previous con- 
nection with Cornell. 
Inquiry at 


Ithaca confirmed this and brought a 
description that closely tallied with 
(be prisoner. 
Holt left Cornell at 


the end of the recent college term 
and bad accepted an engagement to 
teach next year in Dallas, Texas. 


The prisoner this afternoon said 


he shot Morgan because of Morgan's 
part in supplying the allies with uiu- 


* 
nit ions of war. 


"1 shot him as a service to hu- 


manity. I am willing to die for it 
because the war must be stopped. 
Morgan was the man who started it 
and he could stop it at any time," he 
said. 


Physicians observing the prisoner 


declared him mentally unbalanced. 


It became known this afternoon 


that British Ambassador Spring- 
Rice was a guest 
at the Morgan 


home and witnessed the shooting. He 
and Morgan were at breakfast when 
the man forced his way in. 


No explanation was offered con- 


cerning the presence of the British 
ambassador except that he was a 
visitor at Morgan's home. It is pub- 
lic knowledge, however, that Morgan 
has been handling practically all of 
the war contracts in America for 
England and the other allies. 


That Morgan's wounds are more 


serious than has 'been admitted was 
indicated by the fact that Dr. Lyle, 
head of St. Luke's hospital, 
was 


summoned to consult with Dr. Mar- 
koe. Markoe made a wild auto dash 
from New York to Glen Cove. 


Many professed to see the follow- 


ing as" the outstanding facts: 


Morgan, financing the allies, was 


shot by a 
German-American who 


frankly said it was done because of 
Morgan's activity with the allies. 


Morgan called his office by phone 


at noon and assured th firm that 
the wound was trifling. 
The 
an- 


nouncement of this fact stated the 
phone was at his bedside. 


It -was only the quick action of 


Morgan in attacking Ms assailant 


that saved his life. As soon as the 
shot was fired he sprang upon the 
man and grappled with him while 
the butler, calling for lielp. assem- 
bled the frightened household. 


In the suit case carried by the man 


were found three large sticks of dy- 
namite and a bottle of nitroglycer- 
ine. 


SHOOTING AT GLEN COVE.

Glen Cove, L. I., July 3.—John 


Pierpont Morgan, the financier, was 
shot at his summer home here short- 
ly before nine o'clock today. 
T-he 


would-be assassin, a man aparently 
of German descent, who refused to 
give his name or any 
account of 


himself, pushed by the butler at the 
Morgan home with two revolvers, 
one in each hand. 


Morgan was shot 
through the 


groin. His condition is not entirely 
known. 


The assassin pushed immediately 


into Morgan's 
presence, and after 


an exchange of words, opened fire 
with a .o2 calibre revolver. 


The first shot entered Morgan":, 


groin and came out at the hip. 


The second shot went wild and 


before a third could be fired Morgan 
closed on his assailant. He grappled 
with him and with the butler's as- 
sistance disarmed the man.

Attorney General Gives Opinion on 


Amount of Mortgage Exemption 


Law Allows. 


DIFFERENCE 
IN TENANCY 


Man and Wife Are Entitled to Only 


$700 on Property Held Jointly- 


Other Answers. 


In a 
lengthy opinion Attorney 


General Milburn has answered the 
questions brought to the attention 
to the state board of tax commis- 
sioners by the board of review here 
regarding 
mortgage 
exemptions. 


The attorney general holds that ten- 
ants in common are each entitled to 
$700 exemption. The first question 
submitted was "what constitutes 
tenants in common, and are each en- 
titled to a mortgage exemption?" 


The answer of the attorney gener- 


al to this question -is as 
follows: 


"Tennants in common are persons 
who hold by unity of possession. The 
possesison of one is the possession 
of the other and the taking of the 
whole profits by 
one 
does not 


amount to an ouster of his compan- 
ions. 
Tenacy ineommon is a joint 


estate iu which there is a unity of 
possession, but) separate and dis- 
tinct titles. The tenants have sepa- 
rate independent freeholds, or lease- 
holds, in 
their respective 
shares 


which they manage and dispose of as 
freely as if the estate was one in 
severally. 
Their is no restriction 


upon their power of alienation and 
a tenant will inherit the estate.'' 


The opinion on the 
question of 


mortgage exemptions on tenants in 
common follows: "It is to be noted 
that the 
mortgage 
exemption is 


ranted 
to any person being the 


owner of real estate liable for taxes' 
etc. A statute which exempts per- 
sons or property from taxation is to 
be strictly construed; therefore, the 
word 'person' is to be used in the 
narrowest sense in the statute, pro- 
vided, however, that 
all persons, 


natural or artificial, shall receive the 
personal benefit of the exemption of 
$700, therefore, tenants in common 
having a several interest each ca- 
pable of alienation, and 
therefore 


capable of being mortgaged, arc en- 
titled to the benefit of the mortgage 
exemption upon their several inter- 
ests each, irrespective of the inter- 
ests of other tenants in common, but, 
in no event, may any of the tenants 
in common receive a total exemption 
of more than $700 and the assessed 
value of the property must be at 
least twice the amoimt,of the mort- 
gage exemption claimcdj" 


The second question { was 
"what 


constitutes tenants by entirety, and 
are each entitled to a mortgage ex- 
emption?" 
This question ,',is also 


answered in the question "what con- 
stitutes joint ownership, 
and 
are 


joint ownerships entitled .to mort- 
gage exemptions, excepting husband 
and wife." The opinion follows: 


"Tenants by the entireties are as 


such tenants entitled to but one mort- 
gage exemption for they are, for the 
purpose of ownership an alienation, 
in Indiana but one person. 
Both 


must point in the application. How- 
ever, either may have liis mortgage 
exemption upon his or her separate 
property, provided that there may 
be taken by either of them, or by 
t'hem jointly, mortgage 
exemptions 


to the extent of not more than $700 
each. 
The Mortgage exemption up- 


on the estate held by entireties can- 
not be more than $700. This would 
leave a moiety of interest of $350 
each which snch persons' might util- 
ize for the benefit of their separate 
property. If they have no. separate 
property, the right to exemption is 
exhausted, when $700 exemption is

claimed upoq the joint property. 


"In respect to joint ownership or 


joint tenancies, there is no right in- 
dependent of the other joint owners, 
The joint tenants have the land hy 
one joint title and in one right. TJiere 
is 110 separate or several titles in 
any of them. Therefore, there is hul 
one ownership of the fee. In con- 
sequence, joint tenants are entitled 
lo mortgage exeiuptiones under the 
same rule as tenants hy the entirety 
and not otherwise. 1 am aware oJ 
the fact that for the purpose 
oi 


alienation joint tenants may be con- 
sidered to have a distributive inter- 
est, but when such alienation takes 
place the estate as lo such alienee, 
ceases to be one in joint tenancy ami 
therefore the rule would be different 
However, although the joint tenani 
may have but one .$700 mortgage ex- 
emption upon their property, tliej 
are entitled to receive mortgage ex- 
emption upon any separate propertj 
which they may own and whic'h inaj 
be mortgaged to the extcnl of Ihe 
difference between $700 and the pro- 
rala amount claimed in the joint ex- 
emption." 


The fourth and last question sub- 


mitted tu the attorney general wat 
'•arc firms, co-partnerships and cor- 
porations entitled to a mortgage ex- 
emption and arc the individual meni- 
.licrs of such also entitled to take tilt 
personal mortgage exemption?" Th> 
answer is as follows: 


"in the matter of firms, co-parl- 


ner.-'hips and corporations the stat- 
ute says that such shall be consid- 
ered as persons. 
They are, there- 


fore, entitled to exemptions but firms 
and co-partnerships have no lega 
entity aside from Ihe persons who 
compose the same, therefore, 
thej 


may jiot have separate exemption* 
from those taken by the natural per- 
sons who arc Hie owners. But one 
exemption may be had hy the firm or 
co-partnership. The quality of ow- 
nership in a firm or co-partnersliip 
is joiul and several, therefore, the 
same rule applies as in the case oJ 
joint tenants. A benefit of the ex- 
emption by a firm or co-partnership 
cannot exceed .$700, hut the indivi- 
dual members may have the bencfil 
of mortgage exemption upon theii 
separate properties to the extent of 
the difference between the prorata 
benefit had/in the one exemption am] 
the $700 to which every person un- 
der the statute is entitled, provided 
'however, that the assesesd value of 
property must always 'be 
at least 


twice the mortgage exemption claim- 
ed. In the case of corporations, 
however, a corporation being capa- 
ble of separate ownership without 
reference to the stockholders, 
the 


corporation is entitled to the full 
benefit of the .$700 exemption and 
the stockholders of the corporation 
may have full exemption upon any 
property owned by them without 
reference to their ownership 
of 


shares of stock in the 
corporation 


which has taken advantage of the 
mortgage exemption statue."

I Scripture Used at Inauguration 


Shows Presidents' Character 


The office of clerk of the United. 


States supreme court has a record 
of all of the passages of scripture 
that have been kissed by Presidents 
at the time of their inauguration; the 
record dating back to 'the second in- 
auguration of President Grant . The 
fact that there is such a record is 
not generally known, even 
among 


high officials at the capital, and its 
existence was revealed through an 
inquiry set on foot 
by the 
Kev. 


Daniel Ryan, pastor of the Methodist 
church at Glenwood, who had heard 
that there was such a compilation 
and desired a copy of it. 


Strangely enough the list of scrip- 


tural passages thus brought into 
notice in connection with twelve 
presidential 
inauguaratious 
never 


has been published mainly it'is a 
heritage from the late James H. Mc- 
Kenney, long c'lerk of the 
highest 


tribunal in the land. When Mr. Mc- 
Kenney died a year or so ago there 
was found among his effects a. type- 
written list of these scriptural cita- 
tions beginning with Grant and end- 
ing with Taft and to this has been 
tidded 
from modern historical in- 


fonuation the citation of scripture 
kissed by President Wilson at his 
inauguration, making 
the record 


complete. No record is in existence 
however, dating back prior to the 
last inauguration of President Grant.

and 21.

Roosevc-lt—James, 


chapter 1, verses 22 to 25. 


President 
Taft—First 
Kings, 


chapter 3, verses !), 10 and 11. 


President 
Wilson—Psalm '119, 


verses 43 to 48 inclusive. 


The oath of oflice is administer- 


ed to the President-elect by the chief 
justice of the United States supreme 
cowl. The clerk of 'that court then 
opens the Bible at random and holds 
'the 
open bible at 
a convenient 


height, standing with the President- 
elect on his right and the chief just- 
ice on is left. 
The President-elect 


and the chief justice place 
their 


hands 
upon the bible. The 
chief 


justice solemnly pronounces the oath 
the President-elect responds "I do," 
then kisses the 'bible and the cere- 
mony is at an end. 


In a number of instances the pas- 


sage of scripture has seemed pecu- 
liarly 
inappropriate. 
After 
the 


Hayes inaugural, for instance, when 
Clerk MeKinney delivered into the 
hands of President Hayes the bible 
on which the latter had taken oath 
he was requested by Mrs. Hayes to 
read the verses which her husband 
had kissed in taking the oat of office. 
Clerk MeKiuney opened the bible and 
read from Psalm 118 verses 11 and 
12; 


"They compassed me about; yea, 


they compassed me about; but in the 
name of the Lord I will 
destroy 


them. 


"They compassed jne about like 


bees; they are quenched as the fire 
of thorns; for in the name 
of the 


Lord I will destroy them." 


Mrs. Hayes laid her hand affec- 


tionately 
on 
President Hayes's 


shoulder and said; 


"The President will not destroy 


any one." 
I 


It is customary for the clerk of 


:he court to furnish 
the bible and 


after the ceremony to deliver the 
jook to the President, the Presi- 
dent's wife or some near rela- 
ative 
to preserve as a 
keep- 


sake. Yielding to political sentiment 
lowever, President 
McKinley de- 


cided that he would be sworn in on 
a bible to be furnished by a conven- 
ion of African? bishops, at the head 
of which was Bishop Arnott of Ohio. 
A few days before the inauguration 


the bishop appeared at the clerk's 
office at the capital 
carrying a 


family bible of heroic proportions, 
considerably 
larger than the last 


edition of Webster's dictionary. The 
bible ordinarily used is a small one 
of what is known at teacher's size. 
Clerk MeKinuey surveyed the big 
book and exclaimed, jocularly; 


"Well, bishop, where is the wheel- 


barrow in which to move this I" 


"I will carry it out to the'plat- 


form, if you cannot," retorted the 
bishop, and he added; 


"I would like to have the bible re- 


turned to me after the ceremony so 
1 may deliver it to the President 
when he is installed in the 
white 


•house." 


The clerk told Mr. McKinley of 


the bishop's request. 


"What 
docs 
.all this 
ceremony 


signify" inquired 
the President- 


elect. 


"It 
probably 
means," 
replied 


Clerk MeKinuey, "that the bishop 
and 
a delegation 
of his 
colored 


brethern will call upon you, make a 
speech, present you with the bible, 
expect a speech from you in behalf 
of one of their race." 


"I understand," said 
McKinley. 


"Mr. Clerk, will you be kind enough 
to deliver the book to nie yourself f" 


Clerk Mclvinney did so, but this 


did not prevent the bishop and his 
colored friends from going to the 
white 
house 
and making 
their 


speeches. 


President Cleveland also departed 


from the usual practice in regard to 
the selection of a bible, lie requested 
that a smalll bible, about the size of 
an ordinary hymn book, given him by 
his mother; be used. 
Cm the lly- 


leaf was the inscription; 


"Stephen Grover Cleveland, from 


his mother." 


President Roosevelt also 
asked 


the privilege of being sworn m on 
a family bible—the same one he used 
in taking the oath of governor of 
New York. The clerk's ollicc still has 
the bible which was brought with 
(lie exception thai President Roose- 
velt would use it at his inaugural of 
1904. 


President McKinley's gentle dis- 


position lilted very appropriately the 
passage of scripture which he kissed 
at his second inauguration: 


"The wise in heart shall be called 


prudent, and the sweetness of the 
lips increascth learning." 


So, also, the passage upon which 


President Wilson imprinted his kiss 
seems in keeping with the Christian 
character of the president now in 
otlicc anil his -advocacy nl the loach- 
ing of the "Prince of Peace'1 in the 
present 
era of world belligerency 


gives special emphasis lo the follow- 
ing verse; 


"I will speak of thy testimonies 


also before kings, and will not be 
ashamed." 


1 The office of clerk of the supreme 
court has in its possession a small 
Oxford bible which has been in the 
service of the court in administer- 
ing oaths to members admitted to 
the bar since 1808. It was printed 
at Philadelphia in 1782. When it 
came into possession of the clerk's 
oflice John Marshall was still youu; 
upon 
the bench 
and had 
not yet 


handed down those wonderful deci- 
sions which breathed strength and 
vitality into the federal constitution. 
This old bible survived the burning 
of the capitol in 1814. All of the 
great lawyers who have been admit- 
ted to the supreme court bar in over 
a century have taken the oath on its 
open pages, with the single excep- 
tion 
of Daniel Webster. 
It 
is a 


matter of tradition that when Web- 
ster appeared before the 
court to 


argue the Dartmouth college case 
the clerk and his attaches were so 
frustrated that they forgot to ad- 
minister the oath to him and it was 
not until years after they were will- 
ing to confess this delinquency. Thus 
Daniel Webster will go down in his- 
tory as one lawyer who actually 
argued a case before the supreme 
court without being legally a mem- 
ber of its bar. 


Likewise there has been one de- 


viation from the rule that the chief 
justice of the supreme court shall 
administer the oath of office to the 
President of the United States. Chief 
Justice Chase declined to administer 
the 'oath to Andrew Johnson and a 
local judge of the District of Col- 
umbia was,drafted to attend to that 
part of the ceremony on that inaug- 
ural day.
